As ad- 
ditional two hundred refugees ivcrt' 
provided with lodgings in other 
places, he had'tfo find a considerable 
sum. Many of these emigrunts were 
lews hnt some were Roman and 
ntherH Greek Catholics, and most or 
them had never before been in toucii 
with The Salvation Army. Tbcway 
in which they showed their grati- 
tude was toiiehiiig indeed.

WHAT an agony this war 
is and seems likely to be '. 
The slaying and destroy- 
ing of the soldiery is bad 
and heart-break among the non- 
combatants make it still worse. But 
the worst of all, it seems to me, is 
enough, and tbe sufTcring and rapine 
the spirit of hatred, passion, .ind 
murder which has been let loose 
among vast multitudes of those con- 
cerned who really have no quarrel 
Willi iJi>biidy, who, stnctly speak- 
ing, are outside the influences which 
have led up to the conflict. How 
awful it must all be in the sight of 
God ! How grievous to Jcsus Christ 
our Lord, who died equally for Ger- 
man and Russian, for Frcnchinan 
and Enplishman ! Kvon iiiy heart is 
torn with anguish when I think of 
it. Sleep deserts my eyelids, and my 
food is bitter to my taste. What, 
then, I ask, must it all be to Him?

I hope that the readers of "The 
War Cry" will refrain from every- 
thing whch can increase that hatred.- 
Even if they fed sure that this or 
that people have become their ene- 
mies, let them remember what Jesus 
OiiUi said about ioviog them and 
praying for them and blessing them, 
even when their conduct was shame- 
ful and cruel.

I hear nothing but bad news from 

Belgium, Misery and despair have 
taken possession of large numbers 
of the people.

And yet 
wc know that smalt groups here and 
there ,irc struggling to comfort and 
help the heart-broken crowds around 
them. Some of the Local OfEccrs 
and Soldiers who have been separ- 
ated from their Leaders and from 
one another, arc bravely toiling day, 
and night to staunch the wounds of 
the starving and djstracted people. 
I have sent them a little help, but 
the lack of money here makes it dif- 
ficult to do veiy much. 

Almost the same thing applies to 
large parts of France. The flight to 
Paris of great numbers of the coun- 
try people has added enormously to 
nil th? other difHcultics of the tiiue. 
Colonel Fornachorc finds himself

the war. They increase- Take our 
Social Work alone- Workiessnesa 
and want already begin to stare tho 
poorest pcopje in the face. I havo 
usually some four or five thousand 
such nien and women working in the 
various industries. What is to be 
done with them? I cannot tltfn 
them adrift at such a moment as 
this.

(Continued' from Page H.J 
which was both uneomfortahlc and 
undesirable. They tiow Ii^ve a fine 
little ■Qu.irtcrs, on whieh there is 
only a nominal rental. 

'I'At Forest, the Officers used to 
live over a store, in very large nnO 
draughty rooiiis. One day when 
1 . was at the Corps I noticed an 
empty cottage right Ojiposltc the 
Ilatl, Peeping through the windows 
I saw that it was being used as a 
storehouse for tubaeco. Thcthouf^jit 
struck, mc that it would be a feas- 
ible plan to buy tlic coilajjc jindhave 
it, removed across the road^ on to 
some vacant land owin-d hy The 
Army. 'I'he only didiculty was the 
price. Happening to meet the owner, 
on the. iiiripiratioii of the moment I 
offered him twenly-fivc dnll.irs for It. 
-'He .looked a hit asluciisncd^ but fin- 
alT? agreed to take tbiny-five. Wc 
soon bad the collage moved on to 
niir own lot, and ,ii is proving .1 
■\'ery comfortable Quarlera for [be 
Officers. ■ 

"There _was a-worsc state of affairs 
at I-caminpton. The only place the 
Onicers could afford 'o rent were 
sonic rooms t>vcr- .-i store, the only 
entrance to whieh wns througli a 
paSsag^c lined with garbage cans. 
When Captain C. Clark wok cUarBe 
of ihe Corps he thought he would 
maite an effort to sucurc a suitable 
and pcrmaneiu Quarters. We set 
out to look for a bit of land mi which 
(o bnild, but ibe prices asked were 
bouc*-er, ihcC.iptain h.id aii.in.'i|iii;i- 
lioji and thought of a lady who had a 
lot to dispose of ami who, mi hear- 
ing of our dillieuUies, consented to 
sell at a vcrj' low figitre. The iiext 
thing to do was to erect u house, and 
ihe Captain proved ver>' rcsuurccfnl, 
for he and the Liciiienant set to 
work to do the job thnnselves.' His 
Soldiers came lo Ins aid, and a very 
nice Quart<:Ja \\a» built. 

".At Palmcrtlon the Government 
Avantcd the site of our Hall in order 
""to creel a Post-Oflice on it. A» The 
Army never stands in the way of 
progress in any community, wc let 
them have tlic ground, and removed 
our HatI to another site opposite the 
Public Library. Wc thought it a 
good time to renovate the Hall, and 
rt is now in a first-cl.aFs condition.. 

"'J'he Hall at ScaforUt was another 
that was in a slate of dilapidation. 
The Officers were living iii tlie back 
porrion 01 it. We raised some 
money, and with the help of He.id- 
(]!NtriiT.<:, are nov.- erceiing a new 
C'itadel and a new Qii;irters. 

".\ great chanKC has al.sn been 
made at tst, i\rary"s. When the v.-orU 
\vas rc-opcncd there a few years ago 
ihc meetings were h<ld in a rented 
store. - We bad to vacate this, how- 
ever* and iho only place left for 
meetings was the street. Captain 
(Ifrow Vt'as appointed to tlic Corps 
in June, ^s>^l. and the work took a 
derided turn (or the l»ctter. Scvcrsl 
men Vrliopc names were on the In-- 
dian list, got convened through the 
open-air meetings, and the towns- 
people were impressed with the fact 
that The Army was carrying- on a 
good work thai ought to be support- 
cd. Ihc luenibers of a bowting club 
olTcT?d lo sell The Army half of 
their ^Trciu, v.liich is on a corner of 
thi: main street.

"A hand- 
soriic Cittiiicl and -yuartcrs there 
before long. Meanwhile the Captain 
has secured a'mpvfnp:;|iicturc theatre 
in which to conduct \icr Sunday's 

"The Hall at I-O.ndon II. badly 
needed painting, and the cellar wa^ 
so damp that you ahnost needed a 
canoe at certain seasons to sec to 
the furnace. Captain Riches organ- 
ized a 'bee,' and one holitl.iy about 
Tifvpcn Soldiers met togciber to mix 
cement and sand and lay a good 
floor in ihc cellar, .\nother Soldier 
did the painting at a small co.st. 

"Some very big schemes have been 
carried out at several places, At 
Ijigersoll, for instance, we have rc- 
btiiLt the Citadel, using the old uia- 
icrials.EiS much as .i^yssihlc in order 
to economize.' The same thing Xya?, 
Ijci-n done at the Woodstock 
Corps. Our Hall there was an 
old church, (lie lirst religious L-di- 
fiee creeled in Ihe place, ft has been 
completely transformed, :iiid 1 ven- 
ture to s.ay.il ranks now. among the 
beat Army Citadels in Canada. 

"At Owen Sound we have enlarg- 
ed ..and altered the Citadel to twice 
its former cjipacitv: spending eight 
thotisnnd dollars on the scheme. The 
Pand has helped nobly in the finan- 
cial campaign, and the Sisters of the 
("orps have formed a Sewing Circle, 
raising money [leriodicatly by the 
sale of goods. Five thousand dDllar-s 
was s]ient in the remodelling of Te- 
Lrolca CUndel and the erection of a 
Quarters. 

"The alicration and cnhirgcnu-nt 
of Sr. Thomas Citadel has invnlvi-d 
■AW eKpendiuire of seven or eight 
thousand dollars, for the raising nf 
wbieli great credit is due to Adju- 
tant and Mrp, Mercer and the Sol- 
diers. All iiilcTcsting little incident 
occurred during the time tbeiic Of- 
ficers were away at the I.C.C. Lieu- 
Iciiant Applclon was left in cliavgi'; 
of the Corps, and, with the hearty 
co-opcr.ition of the Soldiers, he took 
advantage of a p:ila day to ijrovide 
meals at TEie Army Hall for (he vis- 
itors who thronged the town, there- 
by raising one hundred and twenty 
tlollars for Ihc liiiildiug Fund.

"To run rapidly over the rest. At 
Cbatliam we liiivc pKJei)?ivelv alter- 
ed the Citadel, and added a Voung 
People's Hall; at iLsscs.'the Hall 
and Quarters ha^.bcen ijyt in a good 
condition, a new front door has hecn 
put on and the p[ace has been paint- 
ed; at T-istowrl. we .rciiovaii'd thb 
Halt alter .t fire had damaged it; at 
Mitchell, which is an Outpost of 
.Stratford, the I-Iall ha.s hecn rciio- 
vatcd; at i^idgclowii, the Quarters 
has been repainted; at Sarnia. seven 
or *ight hnndrc..] dollars has been 
spent oti fi.ting ihcifoofand repaint- 
ing and repeating tJic Hajl; at Thcd- 
ford, the I-lalVhas been repaired in- 
side and Out, and papered: al Wal.
